PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 31.—Possibly 
because of the warm weather condi- 
tions that prevail usually at the time 
of Independence Day, Southern Arizona 
makes much of Decoration Day, when 
the air is cooler.

COMPLAINTS ISSUED. 


Two Mexicans at San Bernardino Are 
Charged With Intent to Commit | 
Murder
